cully and from the city cf Milwaukee. 


City Attorney Walker was asked this 


morning what had become of the propos- 
ed ordinance that wits supposed to be, 
introduced at the last meeting of the 
city council giving the above company 
the rights ar.d privileges to construct 
and maintain a garbage plant here, the 
cost of .inch nn enterprise to be in tho 
neighborhood of $20.000. He replied by 
saying: 


"Von see, it is just this way. Compe- 


t i t i o n has come up nnd another reason 
the old council would not have time to 
finally act on an ordinance of this kind 
before the new cumin! is installed in of- 
fice. According to parliamentary rules 
these things cannot be successfully work- 
ed out in a week; all ordinances have to 
have 
their first nnd 
second 
and final 


reading and publication, which, nf conr-c, 
all takes time."

bv the American Underwriting company. 
A Milwaukee enterprise has al-n asked 
the same privilege* "aim offers to build 
a plant .for the utilization of all gar- 
bage on n more rciLsnnnble basis, so t h e 
prospects at. present for the (,'nderwrit- 
ing concern ciituring this city are not a< 
encouraging as they wore n. week ago.'

The garbage question has been the great 
menace lo public, health nnd the city 
proposes to better the saniUry condi- 
tions here just t h n t much. Of course 
the I'ily will have to pay the garbage 
company for collecting the refuse <u- else 
make provisions to haul the garbage tn 
the plum. The garbage plant would be 
doing enough in destroying the stuff af- 
ter it, is hauled to the factory, let alone 
being asked to haul it." 


Need we dwell on the danger to pub- 


lic welfare and health, which lies in the 
accumulation of house nnd city refuse? 
Kvery health bonrd in the world raises 
its voice in warning against it. Keen' 
taxpayer groans at the cost of disposing 
of it. Every cconomijt, ponder* on the 
problem of taking core of it. 
Until TTO 


begin to look into this matter thorough- 
ly, we scarcely begin to suspect tb.it mil- 
lions upon minions of dollars ure entail- 
ed in the annual e\-p.Midi!tint* in getting 
rid of this refuse. 
Rueitic has an oppor- 


tunity now (.if improving its 
sanitary 


conditions just this much at scarcely any 
expur.se whatever. It is an 
excellent 


scheme and will be put through.''

COOPER GETS BILL 


THROUGH THE HOUSE 


Measure Giving Porto llico a 


Delegate in Congress is Likely 


to Fail in Senate, 


However. 


WASHINGTON", 
March 
3.—In 
the 


midst ui the confusion of the house pro- 
ceedings when tin? Oemn.-mtic minority 
is contiiiuing the lively filibuster against j 
everything which thu licpublicans desire, 
in .nc way of legislation. Kcpr(:»cntativc 
Cooper of Macine, chairman of the hou.se 
insular committee, secured the passage 
of a measure that has been before the 
hoiiic for a year and about which there, 
arc differences of opinion between sena- 
tors and ropreicntalives. His measure 
grants to ihc people of Porto Kico au- 
thority to elect at their next general 
election a deli-gate in congress. This is: 
to give tin: ollicinl who now represents 
j'orto llic'i in Washington the same stat- 
us -n conyrcas as has a delegate from a 
territory. 


Porto Rico sent as her resident com- 


missioner Frederick Degctean, a native 
Porto Kien.ii, an educated gentleman who 
had served in the legislative assembly of 
Spain, representing the island, Durii:-,' 
his first term here Mr. Drgete.au did not 
have even the right to the floor of eith- 
er house of congress, but that was rem- 
edied at the la-t session by a house res- 
olution granting him the privilege of tho 
tloor. 


The Cooper bill which passed yestcr- 


duv, makes a new olliee of delegate in 
congress, and gives tile people of J'orto 
Kico authority to elect such a delegate 
who shall have a scat in congre.-s, the 
right to spank and to serve on commit- 
tees, but not to vote., which is precisely 
the rights held by delegates from all 
ihc territories. The measure passed the 
house 
at the request of Mr. 
Cooper. 


There being so little time remaining be- 
fore adjournment, it is not certain that 
the measure can get through the senate, 
and it will probably meet with consider- 
able opposition.

ed out in a week; all ordinances have to 
have their first and second 
and final 


reading and publication, which, of course, 
all takes time/' 


"A local competitor has 
asked 
the 


privilege of building a garbage -plant and 
proposes to remove the refuse at a much 
less expense than the quotations given 
by the American Underwriting company. 
A Milwaukee enterprise has also asked 
the same privileges'iiiKl offers to build 
a plant .for the utilization of ail gar- 
bage on a more reasonable basis, so thr 
prospects at present for the Underwrit- 
ing concern entering this city are not as 
encouraging as they were a week ago.1' 


As soon as the new council has passed 


through tiie 'inauguration 
ceremonies" 


the garbage question will be one of the 
first things brought, before the body. Ra- 
cine will eventually 
have 
a garbage 


plant here., which will be built in some 
isolated location/' 


When asked how soon a plant of this 


kind would be constructed, lie replied: 
"This coming .season, ! believe." 


"The public can rest assured that the 


city will have a. perfect system here. AH 
refuse will be collected regularly 
and 


hauled to this plant where it will he 
burned and worked into useful articles. 
The garbage question has been the great 
menace to public health and the city 
proposes to better the sanitary condi- 
tions here just that much. Of course 
the city will have to pay the garbage 
company for collecting the refuse or else 


j make provisions to haul the garbage to 


the plant. The garbage plant would he 
doing enough in destroying the stuff af- 
ter it is hauled to the factory, let alone 
being asked to haul it." 


Xeed we dwell on the danger to pub- 


lic welfare and health, which lies in the 
accumulation of house and city refuse? 
Every health board in the world raises 
its voice in warning against it. Kvery 
taxpayer groans at the cost of disposing 
of it. Every economist ponders on the 
problem of taking care of it. 
Until vre 


begin to look into this matter thorough- 
ly, we scarcely begin to suspect that mil- 
lions upon millions of dollars are entail- 
ed in the annual expenditures in getting 
rid of this refuse. Kacine has an oppor- 
tunity now of improving its 
sanitary 


conditions just this much at scarcely any 
expense whatever. It is an excellent 
scheme and will he put through." 


Of course the garbage company would 


not operate unless they could see some 
revenues forthcoming. They can work 
garbage in all 
kinds of stuff. The, 


worthless ships of leather of ten years 
ago make the valuable leatherboard of 
today. The cast-off woolens of thirty 
years ago clothe in handsome looking 
cloths the poor of the land. Cotton seed, 
a waste, in the seventies, is today a 
source of substitute for lard, possibly 
better than the original article itself. 
The flax stalk of the western linseed 
grower, until recently burned up, has be- 
come the fibre from which American lin- 
en is made. It'is just so with garbage, 
the filth can be worked into many use- 
ful and valuable articles.

COOPEE OETS BILL 


THB-OUGHTHE HOUSE 


Measure Giving Porto Eico a 


Delegate in Congress is Likcly 


to fail in Senate, 


However. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—In 
the 


midst of the confusion of the house pro- 
ceedings when tlie -Democratic minority 
is continuing the lively filibuster against 
everything which the Republicans desire 
in -tie way of legislation, Kcprcsentativc 
Cooper of Racine, chairman of the house 
insular committee, secured the passage 
of a measure that has been before the 
house for a year and about which there 
are differences of opinion between sena- 
tors and representatives. His measure 
grants to the people of Porto Rico au- 
thority to elect at their next general 
election a delegate in congress. 
This is 


to give the official who now represents 
I'orto Rico in Washington the same stat- 
us in congress as has a delegate from a 
territory. 


Porto Rico sent as her resident com- 


missioner Frederick Degeteau, a native 
.Porto Kican. an educated gentleman who 
had served id the legislative assembly of 
Ppain, representing the island. During 
his first term here Mr. Degeteau did not 
have even the right to the floor of eith- 
er house of congress, but that was rem- 
edied at the last session by a house res- 
olution granting him the privilege of the 
floor. 


The Cooper bill which passed yester- 


day, makes a new office of delegate in 
congress aud gives the people of Porto 
Rico authority to elect such a delegate 
who shall have a seat in congress, the 
right to speak and to serve on commit- 
tees, hut not to vote, which is precisely 
the rights held by delegates from all 
the territories. The measure passed the 
house 
at the request of Mr. 
Cooper. 


There being so little time remaining be- 
fore adjournment it is not certain that 
the measure can get through the senate, 
and it will probably meet with consider- 
able opposition.

Democrats Refuse Amid Hisses to 


Support Resolution Endorsing 


Speaker Henderson. 


Latter's Valedictory Speech so Feelingly Deliv- 


ered That Unbounded Enthusiasm Greets Its 


Conclusion-"America" Sung With 


Waving of American Flags. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—The decks 


•were clear for the final adjournment at 


noon when the house reconvened at 10 


o'clork this morning. The storm which 
tminhiated at 4 o'clock 
thi* 
morning 


ivlicn Mr. Cannon delivered his scathing 
arraignment of the methods of the sen- 
ate, during the consideration of the con- 
ference report on the general deficiency 
appropriation bill had passed, and every- 
thing promised a serene and peaceful 
«nriing. Although members had had lit- 
tle more than time to go home for bath?, 
fresh linen and breakfast in the interim 
since the adjournment 
shortly 
before 


daylight, they were baek in their places 
for the closing ceremonies.

Democrats joined in the demand ami 
the announcement that the resolution 
was adopted was hailed with redoubled 
applause. 


When the 
applause subsided,

a dam at Muscle Shoals, Ala., and to use 
the water power of the Tennessee river.

Of the seven 
retiring Democrats, Senators Harris of 
Kansas, Turner of Washington and Heit- 
feld of Idaho, were elected as Populists 
and all are succeeded by Republicans. 
Senator McLauriii of South Carolina was 
elected as a Detuocra't and while still 
classed as such has acted independently 
during 
tlie greater part of the term. 


The other three senators, Vest, Jones of 
of Arkansas and Rawlins, have 
from 


ftrs't to last been in the Democratic ranks 
and Jones and Vest have risen to places 
of conspicuous leadership in their par- 
ty. 


In Senator Jones of Nevada the senate 


loses one of the two men who have 


•>rved in that body for thirty consecu- 
ve years, the other being Senator Al- 
;pn." In Mr. Jones 'the senate loses one 
f its most popular as well as one of its 
ost unique members. He has not made 
speech since the days of the silver dc- 
ite in 1393, and he has not during his 
ntire thirty years service introduced 
o exceed half a dozen bills, yet his in- 
ucnce in shaping legislation has been 
xceeded hy that of few senators and his 
rcat ability has been, recognized from 
e beginning of his 
national 
career. 


Vith a few exceptions during his term 
he personnel of the senate has changed i 
mny times over. When Mr. Jones en- 
ered the body Simon Cameron and Han- 
ibal Hamlin ware still prominent char- 
cters there, Roscoe Conkling was at his 
ost, and James G. Elaine had not yet 
ntered the senate.

Bursts of passion in a little child 


must be met by steady, gentle firmness 
on the mother's, side. 
Loud outcries 


should be hushed not by'angry words, 
but by a grave quietness of voice and 
speech, which helps to repress^them by 
mere force of contrast.

HE oyster season is .now in full. 


swing. The suppers after the the- 
ater, which are now so much in 


vogue, generally consist of a. dish of 
oysters— cooked or raw— kidneys a la 
Montpensier and a fruit. 
When the 


oysters are. cooked, the favorite mann»r 
of preparing them is to remove them 
from their own shell and place them in 
a larger one, with a piece of butm- 
covered with breadcrumbs and' grated 
parmesan cheese. They are heated !u' 
the oven and served steaming ho:. 
Some people add chopped mushrooms. 


Roasted Oysters.— Scrub the sh«!!«, 


then place them, the deep shell dowi., 
either on a sriddle over the fire or in a 
hot oven. As soon ns the shells open 
well they are ready. Remove the top 
shell carefully so as not to waste the 
liquor and serve at once with a tiny pat 
of butter on each. 


Creamed oysters are nicest, 
scale 


the oysters in their own l.'quor and 
beard and chop them coarsely. 
For 


each cupful of minced oysters allow s, 
cupful of thick crenm sauce marts thui: 
Melt a tablsspoonf.il of butter, th«n 
stir in a tablespoonfu! o£ sifted .lour. 
and when this is thoroughly blended. 
but not colored, pour in slowly a cm 
of oyster liquor and a gill of -cream or 
new milk, with a seasoning o£ wnu» 
pepper and salt. When this is uuit. 
.smooth -and thick, lay in the oysters, 
and when thoroughly Hot serve oa 
squares of hot toast.
